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many finallliving Animals ; and the Mufcle it felf had 
two thin Films, confiding of long flender Threds, with 
link knobby parts thereon, fomething like the Beards 
or Fins of Oyffers, but were more eafily feparable from 
the Fifh : Thele Strings were thick befet with Hairs 
continually moving; and through the Threds them- 
ielves I faw a great number of {mail Animals. 

In the Liquor in OyBers 1 found feveral Corts of 
Amalcules, but in their Beards or Gills none, poffibly 
beeaufe the OyBers were dead. 

Examining the Sap that bleeds from Vines, I found 
therein feveral Amalcules of different fizes, fuch as f 
had formerly obferved in Water. And I fuppofe that 
the Sun may have raifed the very Cm&UEggs of thefe 
Amalcules^ and let them fall in Dew or Rain on the out- 
fides of Vines which ftopt by the Leathers that fallen 
them to the Wall, are there hatclfd and carried down 
with the trickling Sap,which I am confirmed in, by rea- 
f on after Rain I found of thefe Amalcules in the Water fo 
ftopt by the Leathers; and at other times I have found 
no Amalcules in the Sap of Fines. 

I have fometimes found in this Sap an Aurelia, fuch 
as Fig.:$. but a Million of times fmaller than a courfe 
Sand. Some of thefe I brought home, but thofe in the 
Air dried up to nothing, and lome that I kept in Water 
were loft*

The, Tents in the Rat has a particular Paflage near 
the Navel, as in Spinels ; and not at the Anus, as in 
the Caflor. 

The Liver is full of little Specks as big as Pins Heads, 
which are the little Glands thereof. 

There was no Gall- Bladder, but a DuSlus Felleus ; 
poflibly the Bladder was inclofed in the Parenchyma of 
the Liver, as it is in fome Animals. 

The Cacum was much larger than the Stomach, and 
in fhape like that of the Cajlor. 

The feflicles lay not behind, but in the Groins on the 
Os Puhis. Thefe were like a Bottom or Skein of thred 
rumpled up together, which was vifible through the 
Coats of the Tefticle. This Thred continued of near 
the fame Size in the Epididymides, only towards the 
Deferentia it grew larger, as is feen in the Figure. It 
was tender, and not eafie to be unravel'd, fo that I could 
not draw out above Three Quarters of a Yard. 

The Proftatte lay under the Spermatic Arteries. 

The Kidneys were whitifh with their Succenturiati, 
as in the Figure annext. At the Neck of the Bladder 
were inferred the Veficulce Seminales, tranfparent and 
M'd with the Semen. 

Toward the End of the Penis, which had a Bony 
Gritlle, were two large Glands, emptying themfelves 
near the End of the jP**/j,and contained a Subftance like 
Cream, as in the Dormoufe, obferved by Swammerdam.
